New Delhi, the 22nd October 1948 

No. r.'GO-IB/iS. — RursuRi'.t to tho dt":;U')nF ronchei ut a CraifereDce whic>i 
was attended by repi'eaentat ves of Indian Siales, IRiions of Stales and Pro- 
■vinooB, tlie Government' of India tiavo docidud tbat tbo loss, losulting fiom tno 
siile o£ iniijori'pd foodji^nui^s in Ind un RlHltiS ftud Un onft nf States at yricoa fixed 
by tliG Government of Ind'a, .shoidd be shared (-ijii'illy between th ’ GovetiiTiients 
of tlio States and Unions eo7ieoiiicd and the (.'enlrul Govcininent. The Govern- 
inaiit ol India have been pleased to grant this snbs dy in addition to the bonus 
which they have already agreed to pay to the novriimenls of Indion States 
and Unions, exactly as in the. cas-- of Province-, 'ii respect of foodcraiiis pro- 
cured in the States and Unions or evijorted by tbern to other parts of the 
country. This arrangement will hold good .(or the present till 'Ust March, 1049. 

2. Luring (,he cours.-y of Ihe Jibcussiwiis rii t!;v Conferenc.o luferred to above, 
tile financial position conse<j'.ie,jit upon the inli.gr.ition of c.ui'iain State.s into 
UnlnuB of Stales cnnie under review. There, w-as general iieroernent Ihat tho 
existing taxation and financial structure in th-' Unions should lie exaniined by 
a Committee of Experts, who should also in.ahe proposals regiinling the sources 
and levi'le of tnxat'on in tlic Unions, .and t'l.' r,i-tho1s arid inachincrv for their 
imposition, assessment and colleciion, hav'wg due regard to the requ’vements 
of modern .standards of ndminisl ration. It was, moreover,- agreed that such 
an enquiry could, with advantage, he extended to the States which had not 
merged into Unions., 

Tt was further agreed that the proiioscd C-ominiltco of Enquiry could algo 
usefully consider and make recommen lat’ons concerning the question wlicthr;r 
the States and Union.s of States sl’.onld not, in finnnoial matters, be brought 
into a poa'I.ion similar to that of the Provinces, so that there might eventually 
emerge a uniform syr.fem of federal finance throughout, India, and if so, to sug- 
gest the manner in which Such an olijcctive could best bo nebieved. 

3. Tile Government of India liavc, afiev careful cons deration, accepted 
tliGse decisions; they are satisfied that an enquiry of the. kind agreed to at the 
Conferonce wmuld be in Ihe liest inferosts not. only of the States and Unions, 
but also of the comit;-y as a whole. Tliev have rccordingly decided to con.sfitnte 
a Committee of Experts to enquire into the finances of Indian States and Itnions 
of States, with the following Terms of Referenw.— 

“To examine and report upon: 

fl> the present sirnqtuje of Public Finance in Indian State? and Unions 
of States; ' ■ 
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brackets '‘Tweutjf-flve thousand rupees (Rs. 25,000)" shall be 
substituted. 

(li) In clause (b) for the words, figures, letters and brackets "Thirty 
tirousand rupees (Rs. bU.OOU)" the words, figures, letters and 
brackets "I'ifty thousand rupees (Bs. 60,U00) " shall be 
substituted.

No. 45. — In exercise of the powers conferied by sootion 2f) of --the Sea 
Custoins Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878), the Central Government is pleased to direct 
that the goods of the classes specified in the second column of the Schedule 
hereto annexed shall, when imported into any province of India, be exempt from 
so much of the customs-duty leviable thereon as is specified in the third oolumn 
of the said Schedule.—*
